• Saturday’s match will be the 43rd MLS regular-season meeting between the two 
teams and the 62nd meeting overall, including MLS Cup playoffs, U.S. Open Cup 
and SuperLiga meetings 

• Chicago leads the all-time regular-season series between the two teams, 19-14-9... 
in all meetings, Chicago holds a 29-22-10 edge in the series 

• The Revs are 10-8-3 against the Fire in Foxborough, including an 8-5-2 record at 
Gillette Stadium 

• The Revs’ 2-0 victory on June 2 against the Fire snapped the Revs’ 10-game winless 
streak (0-7-3) against Chicago in the regular season that dated back to October 6, 
2007 

• Saturday’s match concludes the three-game regular-season series between the two 
clubs this year... the Revs won the first meeting, 2-0, on June 2, at Gillette Stadium 
while Chicago won, 2-1, at Toyota Park on Aug. 18 

• Chicago won the 2011 regular-season series after defeating New England, 3-2, on 
Sept. 25 at Chicago following a 1-1 draw on June 18, at Gillette Stadium 

• The Revs are a combined 3-10-4 in all competitions against the Fire since the start 
of the 2008 season ... that record includes 11 regular-season games, four playoff 
matches and two SuperLiga games 

• New England and Chicago have met at least five times per season (regular-season, 
playoffs, U.S. Open Cup, SuperLiga) six times since 2002 ... in 2007 and 2004, the 
clubs only played each other four times each ... the high came in 2006 when the 
teams met seven times - four times in the regular season, twice in the playoffs and 
once in the Open Cup 

• The Revs and Fire have met in seven of the last 10 postseasons (2002, 2003, 2005, 
2006, 2007, 2008, 2009)... in total, the teams have met in the playoffs in eight 
seasons, all since 2000

MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


FAN APPRECIATION NIGHT 

Saturday's game marks the conclusion of the 2012 home schedule, and also the Revolu¬ 
tion’s annual Fan Appreciation Night... in addition to more in-game give-aways, the Revs will 
conduct their annual “Shirts off their Backs" promotion at the end of the game where lucky 
Season Ticket Holders come down to the field to get the 18 dressed players’ shirts straight off 
their backs ... after the game, the entire team will be in Autograph Alley, which will be set up at 
the north end of the stadium, under the bridge and lighthouse ... as part of Fan Appreciation 
Night, the ProShop and Locker Room stands are offering a 20 percent discount on all Revolu¬ 
tion items (excluding jerseys). 

ROCK THE PLAZA CONCERT BEFORE SATURDAY’S GAME 

Prior to Saturday’s match, fans have a chance to see one of North America’s top bands - 
Three Days Grace - in a free concert at Patriot Place ... the free Rock the Plaza event at the 
NRG Plaza at Patriot Place will run for one hour, from 6 to 7 p.m., before the Revolution take 
the field at 7:30 p.m.... day-of-event information will be tweeted by @patriotplace and @ 
rocktheplaza ... additional details on the band and the concert can be found at patriot-place. 
com/RTPThreeDaysGrace.aspx. 

TEAM AWARDS TO BE GIVEN OUT 

Prior to Saturday’s game against Chicago, the Revolution will announce the team’s 2012 team 
award winners ... awards to be presented include: most valuable player, best defender and hu¬ 
manitarian of the year... for the third year in a row, the most valuable player was determined 
by a fan vote, conducted Sept. 24 through Oct. 6. 

PREPARE FOR PINK 

Saturday's match is the Revs' annual Breast Cancer Awareness night, and the team has 
partnered with American Cancer Society’s Making Strides Against Breast Cancer and We Got 
Soccer for the evening ... during the game, the teams will use a pink adidas Prime ball, and 
all Revs players will have pink ribbon patches on their jerseys and wear pink armbands, while 
selected players will also wear pink cleats and pink shoelaces ... additionally, the referees, 
coaching staffs and broadcasters will also wear pink scarves and pins. 

FEILHABER UNAVAILABLE FOR HOME FINALE 

Benny Feilhaber will not be available for Saturday’s home finale against Chicago ... Feilhaber 
will miss the match while serving a mandatory one-game suspension after receiving a red card 
following his second yellow card in the 88th minute of the Oct. 6 match at Philadelphia ... the 
red card is Feilhaber’s second of his MLS career and first of the season. 

RARE RED CARD FOR REVS 

Benny Feilhaber’s red card in the 88th minute on Saturday was a rare sight for the Revs this 
season as the team has only been shown red ... the only other times the Revs saw red were 
Stephen McCarthy's ejection on March 17 at Kansas City and Fernando Cardenas’ initial red 
card at Real Salt Lake on May 5, which was later overturned ... last season, the Revs set a 
club record for ejections with 10 in the 34-game season. 

EXTINGUISHING FIRE AT HOME 

The Revs and the Fire have repeatedly exerted their home field advantages in the all-time se¬ 
ries ... despite being held to a 1-6-2 record at Toyota Park, the Revs have had the advantage 
in New England ... the Revs are 10-8-3 in Foxborough, including an 8-5-2 record at Gillette 
Stadium ... earlier this year, the Revs defeated Chicago, 2-0, at Gillette Stadium on June 2 
before the Fire sealed a 2-1 win in Chicago on Aug. 18. 

FOUR-GAME HOME UNBEATEN STREAK ON THE LINE 

Saturday's game is the only home match in October, but the Revs enter the weekend riding 
a four-game unbeaten streak (1-0-3) at Gillette Stadium dating back to the end of August... 
beginning with a 3-3 draw against Chivas USA on Aug. 29, the Revs then played to a 0-0 draw 
against Philadelphia on Sept. 1 before defeating Columbus, 2-0, on Sept. 5 ... most recently, 
the Revs secured a 1 -1 draw against New York with a 95th-minute equalizer on Sept. 22 ... 
overall this season, the Revs taken points in 12 of their 16 home matches and are 6-4-6 at 
Gillette Stadium. 

REVS STRONG IN HOME FINALES AT GILLETTE STADIUM 

Since the Revs began play at Gillette Stadium in 2002, the team has sent the fans home 
happy in the final home game on the regular-season schedule ... the Revs have picked up 
points in seven of their first 10 home finales at Gillette Stadium, posting a 6-3-1 record ... in 
three home finales against Chicago, the Revs are unbeaten (2-0-1). 

A WIN AT HOME HEALS WOUNDS 

The Revs’ 1-0 loss in their most recent match on October 6 at Philadelphia set two club 
records ... it was the team’s 17th loss, which is the team’s most in the modern scoring era of 
MLS (since 2004; overall, the team’s most losses came in 1999 when the team went 12-20, 
which was during the shootout era of MLS)... also in their last game, the Revs were held 


scoreless for the 12th time on the year, also setting a club record for most times being shut out 
in a season. 

ONE-GOAL FRUSTRATIONS 

The 1-0 finish in Philadelphia on Oct. 6 marked the club’s 15th one-goal loss this season ... 
the loss was also the club's seventh 1-0 defeat this year... in 2012, the Revs are 2-15 in one- 
goal games as the team played its 17th one-goal game in its last match, the most one-goal 
games (18) and one-goal losses (8) in a season since 2000. 

GOALS FLOW AT HOME BUT ROAD SCORING NOT SHABBY 

Backed by their home fans, the Revs have produced almost 60 percent of their scoring (22-of- 
37 goals, 59 percent) at Gillette Stadium this season ... in 16 home games, the Revs average 
1.38 goals per game, compared to a 0.94 goals per game in 16 road matches ... the scoring 
may be more plentiful at home in 2012, but the team’s road goal-scoring average - 11th in 
MLS - actually outranks the team's home-scoring ranking of 15th in the league. 

LOOKING FOR GOAL TO FOLLOW BARNES’ MAGICAL HEADER 

The Revs have been held scoreless for 180 minutes dating back to the wild finish in the Sept. 
22 match against New York... the team's last goal came in a timely fashion: a 95th-minute 
equalizer from Darrius Barnes after allowing a 91st-minute goal... the Revs have averaged 
13 shots in the last two matches - at Houston on Sept. 29 and at Philadelphia on Oct. 6 - but 
were unable to score. 

WHAT WILL THAT GUY DO THIS WEEKEND? 

The Revs’ go-to utility man, Ryan Guy, returned to action on Oct. 6 after missing the Sept. 29 
match at Houston while on international duty with Guam ... Guy continued to demonstrate 
his versatility as he drew his first-ever start at right back ... later in the match, Guy played his 
sixth different position of the season when he shifted to center back in the 61st minute after 
A.J. Soares went off with a right knee injury ... Guy has made 21 appearances - including 18 
starts - this season for the Revs with time at right wing (four starts), left wing, forward (four 
starts), central midfield (nine starts), right back (one start) and center back. 

INTERNATIONAL TRAVELERS ON THEIR WAY BACK 

Two of the Revs players are expected back from their respective international obligations last 
week ... Diego Fagundez, who participated in his first-ever Uruguay Under-20 Team camp 
last week in Montevidio, returned to training on Monday with the Revs ... Honduran striker 
Jerry Bengtson is expected to return to New England following Tuesday’s World Cup Qualifier 
against Canada in San Pedro Sula ... Bengtson started and played 90 minutes in Honduras' 
0-0 draw on the road in Panama last Friday, before recording three goals and two assists in 
Honduras’ 8-1 thrashing of Canada on Tuesday. 

REVS REMAIN AMONG ELITE IN SHOTS 

After recording 12 shots on on Oct. 6 at Philadelphia, the Revs are ranked in MLS' top four in 
both shots and shots on goal... the team’s 439 total shots rank fourth in the league, while the 
Revs’ 173 shots on goal are second to San Jose (182)... the Revs have recorded 10 or more 
shots in seven of their last eight matches, including five straight games following the 20-shot 
performance against Columbus on Sept. 5 ... included in that run was a club-record 28 shots 
at D.C. on Sept. 15. 

ALL OR NOTHING FOR THE REVS 

The Revs’ scoring this season has been feast or famine: the team has either been shut out or 
scored multiple goals in 24 of its 32 matches this year... the Revs’ have scored only one goal 
in a game just eight times, including two of the last four games ... the Revs are tied for 11th 
in MLS in multiple-goal games with 12, as San Jose leads with 20 ... the club is also tied for 
eighth in MLS in three-plus goal games with four as San Jose leads the league with 11. 

GAMES FOR THE TAKING IN FINAL 15... 

The Revs have had multiple opportunities to claim additional points this season entering the 
final 15 minutes of games, and have had mixed results ... almost 30 percent (9-of-32 games, 
28 percent) of the Revs’ games this season have been tied at the 75th-minute mark... while 
the Revs have gone on to pick up points in five of those games, the team remains winless 
(0-4-5) when the games are level with 15 minutes to play ... last season, the Revs went 1-2-6 
in nine games in which the game was tied at the 75th-minute mark. 

...BUT COSTLY GOALS AGAINST AFTER 75TH MINUTE 

The Revs allowed a 73rd-minute goal in the 1-0 loss at Philadelphia on Oct. 6 ... although it 
did not come in the final 15 minutes of action, the Revs have struggled after the 75th-minute 
this year... the team allowed the game-winning goal in the 77th minute on Sept. 29 at Hous¬ 
ton, which marked the team's sixth game-winning or game-tying goals in the 75th-minute or 
later this year... in that window of play, the Revs have allowed five game-winning goals and 
one game-tying goal, costing the Revs at least seven points in that window. 





NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. CHICAGO FIRE 


BOBBY’S ALL BUSINESS AMONG BACK-UPS 

Bobby Shuttleworth continues to remain one of the top back-up goalkeepers in MLS ... 
Shuttleworth made his fifth start of the season in the 1-0 loss at Philadelphia on Oct. 6 ... 
Shuttleworth's 1.00 goals against average is second in the group of five back-up goalkeepers 
in MLS with five or more starts this year... Vancouver's Brad Knighton leads the group with 
a 0.90 goals against average in six starts ... the Revs' 25-year old back-up has made at least 
four starts in each season since 2010, making five starts in 2010 and seven starts last season. 

BOBBIN’ FOR PLAYING TIME 

Jay Heaps gave Bobby Shuttleworth his third-consecutive start on Oct. 6 in Philadelphia ... 
after the Sept. 22 match against New York in which Shuttleworth returned to the lineup, Heaps 
admitted “we’re getting a chance to see him over one, two, three -1 don’t have a number of 
games, but I wanted to let him know he has a couple of chances to really show where his 
trajectory is going to be."... Shuttleworth then spoke about the importance of getting a chance 
to shine, stating, “it seems like the past couple of seasons I seem to get a run of games here 
at the end ... all the games they want to give me here, it’s nice obviously. It’s nice to get a nice 
run of games where I can kind of get some momentum going and get comfortable and try and 
be consistent in there." 

BOBBY BARRELS UP CLUB CHARTS 

Bobby Shuttleworth made his third consecutive start - and his fifth of the season - on Oct. 

6 at Philadelphia and in the process continued to climb up the club's goalkeeper charts ... 
Shuttleworth moved into seventh place on the club’s goalkeeper minutes played list with 1,581, 
passing Aidan Heaney who played 1,534 in 19 career appearances for the Revs. 

PURDIE GETS A START 

Rookie Alec Purdie made his first career start - and fifth career appearance - on Oct. 6 at left 
midfield ... Purdie later made his professional debut at right back - the position he’s played 
most frequently with the Revs’ reserve squad - when he shifted back following A.J. Soares’ 
injury ... he played all 90 minutes in his first appearance since May 12 when he played five 
minutes as a substitute against Vancouver. 

SOARES AND BARNES MAKE THIRD PAIRING 

Darrius Barnes and A.J. Soares were paired together on Oct. 6 at Philadelphia for just the 
third time this season ... Stephen McCarthy missed the match with concussive-like symptoms 
... the Revs’ most frequently used centerback pairing this year - Soares and McCarthy - last 
started together on Sept. 29, marking their 22nd starting appearance together in the middle of 
the Revs’ defense. 

BACKLINE KEEPS SEEING NEW FACES 

So far this season, a total of eight players have started on the backline and 11 players have 
spent time in the back in total during regular-season action: Kevin Alston* (RB, LB), Darrius 
Barnes* (CB, LB, RB), Ryan Guy* (RB, CB), and Shalrie Joseph* (CB), Flo Lechner* (RB), 
John Lozano* (CB), Stephen McCarthy* (CB), Tyler Polak (LB), Alec Purdie (RB), A.J. Soares* 
(CB, LB) and Chris Tierney* (LB)... five different players have seen time at left back, six differ¬ 
ent players have played at center back, while five players have played right back as the team 
has run out a four-man backline in each of the team’s 32 games. (* indicates starters) 

ROWE STEPS UP 

Although the Revs were shut out in the last two games, Kelyn Rowe has factored in the last 
two Revolution goals scored ... following his third goal of the season in the 2-1 loss at D.C. on 
Sept. 15, Rowe returned with an assist on Barnes’ game-tying goal on Sept. 22 against New 
York ... in 28 appearances - including 20 starts - in his rookie campaign, Rowe has three 
goals and four assists and shares the team lead in assists with Chris Tierney ... the Revs 
selected Rowe with the third overall pick in the 2012 MLS SuperDraft after he played two 
seasons at UCLA and was a member of the U.S. Under-20 Team. 

THE ROOKIE KNOWS HOW TO HELP OUT 

With his fourth assist of the season on Sept. 22 against New York, Kelyn Rowe became the 
first Revolution rookie since Kheli Dube in 2008 to record four or more assists in a season ... 
Rowe's four assists are tied with Chris Tierney for the club lead this year... should Rowe finish 
the season with the club lead in assists, he would become the first rookie since Pat Noonan 
in 2003 to do so ... that year, Noonan shared a four-way tie for the team lead after recording 
seven assists. 

KELYN FOURTH AMONG ELITE ROOKIES 

With three games remaining, Kelyn Rowe sits in fourth place among rookie scoring in 2012 ... 
Rowe has posted three goals on top of his four assists and the Revolution rookie's 10 points 
sit behind league-leaders Vancouver’s Darren Mattocks (7 goals, 1 assist) and Toronto's Luis 
Silva (5 goals, 5 assists), while D.C. United’s Nick DeLeon is third (5 goals, 4 assists). 

TIERNEY STANDING ON A CORNER 

Although Chris Tierney has missed the last three matches with an injury, his next appearance 
could have the 26-year old moving up the club’s corner-kick chart again ... with 157 career 
corner kicks, Tierney’s next corner kick will move him into tie with Imad Baba (158) for fourth 


place on the club’s all-time list... Tierney entered the season seventh on the list with 101 
corner kicks and passed Alberto Naveda (108) and Andy Dorman (119) earlier this season ...

Matt Reis enters Saturday's match with 92 saves this season - eight shy of his seventh 100- 
save season in his career... should Reis reach the century mark in saves this year, he would 
be one of three goalkeepers to record 100 or more saves in seven seasons, joining Kevin 
Hartman and Joe Cannon (7)... Reis recorded his first 100-save season in 2005, and then 
followed up again with 100-save seasons in 2006, 2007, 2008, 2009 and 2011.

Saer Sene underwent a successful surgery on Monday, Sept. 17, to repair a torn anterior cru¬ 
ciate ligament in his left knee ...
